TQic Office Action of January 16, 2004 has bem received and carefully studied. 
Applicants request reconsideration of the rqections set fi>r1h in that Office Action. 

As the Examiner is aware, the present plication is concerned with adhesive tape 
products, spedfically the lands of products seen in households and in stationery applications. 
Such products generally consist of a long narrow strip having an adhesive on one side. This 
adhesive t^e is wound up on a core and sold to consumers. The problem a|iplicants are 
addressing is the problem of telescoping. In a telescoped roll of adhesive tape, each succeeding 
layer in the roll is slightly offset from the underlaying layer. The roU of tape is no longer disk 
shaped. R^er, it is conical or cup shaped. Such a product is pawived by consumers as 
defective. 

Claims 1 - 1 0 are pending in the application.
